11. ^ The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 

Applicant's remarks are noted, however, they are not found to be persuasive. For the reasons provided previously, it is 
maintained that a prima facie case of obviousness was presented previously. Particularly, imidazolium and pyrrolidinium are art 
recognized cations in the preparation of ionic liquids. Applicant's claimed anion in known to be useful for ionic liquids. One of 
ordinary skill would be motivated to pair the claimed anion with an art recognized cation to make an additional ionic liquid with 
reasonable expectation of success. Furthermore, the declaration in view of the reference of VanSchalkwijk is not persuasive. 
The reference discusses the importance of electrochemical stability in the preparation of batteries, not ionic liquids. Therefore, it 
is maintained that the quoted property (ie. electrochemical stability) is insufficient to confer patentability on Applicant's invention, 
which is ionic liquids.
